Vienna, April 15,—Dr, Droba, pro- 
fessor of bacteriology at Cracow 
university, died today as the result of 
being infected with glanders while 
treating a man suffering from that 
disease. 

The professor was constantly with 
the patient, being greativ Interested 
in the case. He had nearly succeeded 
in curing him when he observed symp- 
toms which led to the discovery that 
he himself had caught the disease. 

Foreseeing that he must die, he 
took leave of his family and students, 
and gave strict orders for handling 
his corpse in order to prevent the pos- 
sibility of its becoming a medium ‘n 
spreading the fearful malady. In ac- 
cordance with-his Instruction two cof- 
fins were prepared for him, the inner 
one being lined with turf. Finally 
Professor Droba passed away in great 
pain, which he bore heroically to the 


end.

Berlin, April 14.-——“Our ship buil- 
ing prices are cheaper, our delivery 
times are more relfable than those of 
British shipyards, and the quality of 
our workmanship is in every respect 
on a par with Great Britain's best.” 

This statement is contained in a strik- 
ing article on Germany's industrial 
and financial outlook, contributed to 
the Lokal Anzeiger by Director Gen- 
eral Ballin, of the Hamburg Ameri- 
can Company. He makes it the tex: 
of a vigorous plea for the more live- 
ly participation by German’ bankers 
in loans to foreign governments, de- 
claring that the wiser and more gen- 
erous policy of England and France 
is chiefly responsible for the sending 
of important foreign orders for arma- 
ments, warships, harbor works and 
railway materials almost without ex- 
ception to those countries, 

Captures World’s Orders. 

G. Herr Balin particular:y bemoans 
the fact that England, despite Ger- 
aforementioned advantages, 
“with minor exceptions invariably 
captures the ship building orders oj 
the whole world.” 

Herr Balin alieges that, in conse- 
quence of the deplorable labor condi- 
tions, the leading English dock-yardt 
only reluctant.y commit themselves 
to definite delivery dates.
